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-MDOWELL TRIAL 
TO START AGAIN 


Clearwater, Fla., June 11.—Frank 
MeDowell, slayer of his family, will 
be placed on trial in Pinellas circuit 
court here next Tuesday, for the sec- 
ond time within a week, on the charge 
of murdering his mother, who, with 
his father, was shot to death as the 
couple lay asleep in their St. Peters- 
burg home last February. 

Judge McMullen decided on the 
early retrial of the case when a jury, 
which had deliberated since late ses- 
terday afternoon, this morning noti- 
fied the court they were hopelessly 
deadlocked. The court ordered a mis- 
trial. 


Stood 10 to 2. 

After .the jury reported the impos- 
sibility of agreement it was rumored 
about the courthouse that the jurors 
had stood first 10 to 2 for acquittal 
en the ground of insanity, which de- 


fense counsel had thrown up with the| 


aid of two alienists. Later reports, 
however, were to the effect that in a 
final effort to agree, they balloted on 
the question of life imprisonment, 
hut it was said one juror stood firm 
for the death penalty. 

During the trial the defense pre- 
sented psychoanalysts who gave ex- 
pert testimony that In their opinion 
MeDowell was insane. One of the 
expert witness for McDowell said 
the lad suffered from a_ hebephrenic 
form of dementia praecox, which, he 
explained, was a loss of interest in 
everything except the individual suf- 
ferrer. and a complete paralysis of al 
emotions. State's Attorney Wilson, 
however, took exception to this testl- 
mony. ‘ 

Faces Several Trials. 

Shonld the retrial 
quittal, McDowell] faces a third trial 
en an indictment charging him with 
the murder of his father, and, in event 
he should be freed of this charge, It 
is understood Georgia authorities will 
seek to extradite him to answer 
charges in DeKalb county, the former 
home of the McDowells, where his 
two young sisters, Marian and Wil- 
lamattee, were burned to death in 
their bed just exactly one year 
prior to the slaying of the parents. 
McDowell is alleged to have made a

ful! confession in which he is said 
to have admitted he saturated hig sis-; 
ters’ bed with kerosene and set fire 
to it. This confession was ruled ad- 
missible at the first trial.

MOTHERLESS CHILD 
CANNOT RECOVER 
IN ALIMONY SUIT 


Even though the wife and mother, 
meceased, had been abandoned by her 
kusband and the father of the child, a 
minor child cannot sue its father for 
siimony, the state supreme court held 
Wednesday in a decision in the case 
of Z. S. Sikes, next friend of William 
S Sikes, vs. Robert H. Sikes, from 
Richmond superior court. 

The suit charged that the father 
had deserted wife and child and, after 
the wife’s death, the minor child, 
through an uncle, brought suit for ali- 
mony against the father. The lower 
court granted alimony to the child 
of $30 per month, but the _ father 
appealed the case. In its decision, the 
supreme court holds that the child 
tas other legal recourse against the 
father, both civil and criminal, an.J 
reversed the lower court’s ruling.

fcr raising the funds, but on the con- 
trary the funds should be raised 
through a salaried organization over 
which the executive committee (con- 
srituting the administration) should 
have full control and direction. 

“Accordingly, they brought about a 
termination of the contract whieh Mr 
Venable had made with EB. Y. Clarke, 
cn a basis satisfactory to Mr. Clarke. 

“The very next thing they did, out 
of the very first funds which came 
into the treasury, was to pay off the 
accumulation of debts amounting to 
more than $20,000. 

“Then they proceeded to form a 
salaried crganization to catry on. a 
campaign of publicity and finance, 
The question of how many men were 
needed for this work, -what_ their 
duties should be, and what salaries 
should be paid them, was referred to 
a sub-committee of which Mr. Ven- 
able was chairman. Under date of 
May 25, 1928, as shown by the 
records of the association, this sub- 
committee presented to the executive 
committee the following report and 
recommendations: 

Committee’s Recommendations. 

It is our opinion and recommendation 
that the work of raising the money be car- 
ried on under the general supervision of 
the executive committee in the active 
-¢harge of an executive manager, and that 
for the work to be done by the executive 
manager he will receive a salary of $5,000 
per annuum, 

It is the further opinion and recommen- 
dation of your committee that there. be 
employed an executive secretary and field 
manager at a salary of. $200 per week and 
expenses when on the road, his work to be 
under the direction of the executive man- 
ager, and further that Mr. D. W. Webb be 
appointed secretary and field manager, and 
that his remuneration on the basia of $200 
a week be retroactive to April 1. 

It is the further opinion and recommen- 
dation of your committee that a director 
of publicity be employed at the salary of 
$125 a week, and that Mr. Rogers Winter 
be appointed to this position. We consider 
that we are most fortunate in being able 
to secure the services of Mr. Winter for 
this position, 

It is our further opinion and recommen- 
dation that the executive manager be em- 
powered to employ such stenographic, cler- 
ical and field help as may.be nhecessary 
ag the work develops. 

Harvey Elected, 

“These recommendations by the 
sub-committee, of which Mr. Venable 
was chairman, and which he signed 
as chairman, were adopted by the 
executive committee, Mr. Robert EK. 
Harvey was elected to the position of 
executive manager. A campaign of 
publicity and solicitation of funds 
was at once inaugurated. 

“Bearing in mind that nothing had 
been accomplished up to the time

able from. stopping the work on the 
tu0untain was merely to protect its 
rghts. But Mr. Venable’s charge of 
extravagance requires a reply which 
need only set forth the facts. 

“Mr. Venable in his statement in 
the newspapers admits that he stopped 
the work on the mountain and claims 
that he did so in order to stop ex- 
travagance. How does he expect tu 
Stop extravagance by forcing the as- 
scciation to remove from his land and 
relocate on the association’s land 
tuildings and equipment costing thou- 
sands of dollars? He personally con- 
sented to the location of these build= 
ings and equipment and voted as 2 
member of the association’s executive 
committee to pay out the money for 
them. Now he claims to be endeavor- 
ing to safeguard the association’s 
finances by forcing the association to 
move them off his land and _ rebuild 
them. 

“Mr. Venable claims that the me- 
morial is very close to his heart; that 
re has contributed more money to it 
than all the members of the execu- 
tive committee combined; that he is 
exceedingly anxious to see the carv- 
ing on the mountain carried forward 
ty completion: but ne cannot support 
the present administration because of 
their extravagance. 

No Commercial Value. 

“As to Mr. Venable’s donation of 
a portion of the north side of Stone 
Mountain for the carving, he deserves 
credit for it, but has no right to mo- 
nopolize the credit for it, inasmuch as 
hig nieces, Mrs. Roper and Mrs. 
Orme, who own half the entire prop- 
erty, jointly participated with him in 
raaking the donation. 

“While I do not in any way under- 
estimate the gift. I wish also to say 
that the steep side of the mountain is 
incapable of any use whatever for 
commercial purposes on account of 
the sheerness of the declivity, and it 
never could be used for quarrying or 
for any purpose of profit. 

“As to his claim that he has do- 
reted money to the work, I am in- 
formed by the Audit Company of the 
South, which has charge of the asso- 
ciation’s accounts going back to the 
enrliest donations, that Mr. Venable 
repaid himself for every advance of 
money he ever made to the associa- 
tion, making these repayments during 
the period when he was in control ot 
the association’s funds, before the 
present administration was elected 
and took chargé. 

“The present administration took 
eharge in April, 1923. Mr. Venable 
at that time, as I am advised, was 
extremely anxious to bave them take 
charge. Up to that time, as everyone 
well knows, the enterprise had lar- 
vuished six or seven years.

tablished and growing every day; the 
congress of the United States has 
passed an act authorizing an issue 
of five million Stone Mountain Con- 
federate memorial half-dollars, which 
the association will sell for souve- 
nirs at one dollar each, and which in 
the opinion of bankers will bring into 
the treasury upwards of one million 
dollars in a very short time. : 

“Let us now consider the question 
of what it has cost to accomplish 
these results, which everyone must 
admit are a credit to the administra- 
tion so unjustly and ungratefully crit- 
icized by Mr. Venabie, and which cer- 
tainly furnish a sharp contrast to the 


total apsence of any resuits accom- E 


plished before they took charge. 

“T am advised that the audit of the 
association’s accounts shows that the 
total overhead expense of raising the 
funds so far subscribed, not includ- 
ing among these funds the prospec- 
tive revenue to be had from the coin, 
is less than 9 per cent. Anyone fa- 
miliar with the usual expense of 
raising public subscriptions will at 
once recdgnize this figure as phenom- 
enally low. At least it compares fa- 
vorably wtih the contract negotiated 
by Mr. Venable to pay E. Y. Clarke 
a commission of 25 per cent on all 
funds raised. 

“IT am advised ‘that Mr. Venable 
never made any objection to the sal- 
ary of Mr. Harvey as executive man- 
ager, that gentleman having received 
$100 a week over a period of eight or 
nine months, and devoting to his du- 
ties, as { am further advised, not 
more than a third of his time. When 
Mr. Harvey resigned last February

Webb Resigns. 


“IT am advised that Mr. Venable 
never made any objection to the -sal- 
ary of Mr. Webb until Mr. Webb de- 
tlined to increase the salary of a 
lady stenographer from $140 to $200 
per month at the demand of Mr. .Ven- 
able. All of Mr. Venable’s complaints 
and charges against Mr. Webb were 
heard in full by the executive com- 
mittee at a meeting six weeks ago. 
The committee allowed him to ram- 
ble all over the face of the earth in 
his accusations, and they were taken 
down stenographically and a _ record 
kept of them. Also, Mr. Webb’s 
statement in answer thereto was re- 
corded the same way. This record can 
not. now be changed by anyone. To 
state it conservatively, the committee 
was not much impressed by Mr. Ven- 
able’s opposition to reelection of Mr. 
Webb, and were prepared to reelect 
him in spite of Mr. Venable’s vio- 
lent threats of disrupting the enter- 
prise if they did so, but Mr. Webb a 
few days later tendered his rsigna- 
tion in the interest of harmony and 
in a magnanimous spirit of helpful- 
ness toward the enterprise, 

“Mr. Venable thereupon called on 
Mr. E. Rivers, the business manager, 
and demanded the appointment of a 


subcommittee to wait on a gentleman 


of Mr. Venable’s selection and tender 
him the position of secretary at a 
salary of $8,000 a year. Mr. Rivers 
informed Mr. Venable that he, as 
business manager, was willing for the 
present to perform the duties of sec- 
retary without compensation.

“In dealing with agriculture, 
republican party recognizes tha 
are faced with a fundamental 
tional problem and that the prosper- 
ity and welfare of the nation as a 
whole is dependent upon the prosper- 
ity and welfare of our agricultural 
population.

“The revival in 1921, of the war 
finance corporation with loans of over 
$300,000,000 averted in 1921 complete 
collapse in the agricultural indystry. 

“We had established new interme- 
diate credit banks for agriculture and 
increased the capital of the federal 
farm loan system. Emergency leans 
have been granted to drought stricken 
areas. We have enacted into law the 
co-operative marketing act, the grain 
futures and packer control acts; given 
to agriculture direct representation 
on the federal reserve board and on 
the federeal aid commission. We have 
greatly strengthened our foreign 
marketing service for the disposal of 
our agricultural products.

Cleveland, June 11.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)——Sharp opposition to 
several planks of the republican party 
platform worked out by leaders at 
their all-night conference developed 


today at the final meeting of the res- 
olution committee. As a result one 
plank was rewritten and modifica- 
tions were made in several others. 

| he world court, the Ku Klux 
i|Klan and the railroad question were 
‘the ehief fighting points. 

When these had been ironed out 
after eight hours of deliberation, the 
republican insurgents’ platform was 
presented for approval, but wae re- 
jected after fiery debate by an. al- 
most unanimous vote. 

The world court plank as recom- 
mended by the drafting committee was 
‘approved only after Chairman War- 
iren had given his personal assurance 
that it had been written by President 
' Coolidge. Attempts to alter this pro- 
vision were made by Senators Wat- 
son, of Indiana, and Harreld, of Okla- 
homa. 

Klan Issue Presented. 

The Ku Klux Klan issue was pre- 
sented by R. B. Creager, national 
committeeman from Texas, who insist- 
ed on an unmistakable and vigorous 
declaration against that organization. 
He offered a substitute stronger in 
language than the constitutional guar- 
antees provision submitted by the 
drafting committee, but lost his fight. 
It was currently reported that the 
vote was 18 to 17. 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, former 
chairman of the senate interstate com- 
merce committee, forced a rewriting of 
the plank dealing with railroads. He 
expressed dissatisfaction with its 
wording and it was necessary to ap- 
point two different sub-committees to 
work out substitute drafts before an 
agreement could be reached. 


Force Farm Consideration. 
Farm relief and the tariff as it af- 


fects the farmers came in for extended 


discussion, during which Senators 
Gooding, of Idaho, and Norbeck, of 
South Dakota, emphasized that the 
farmers of the northwest must be 
taken into consideration unless the 
party was to face possible reverses in 
the November elections. 

During this debate the question of 
party loyalty was brought to the front 
with some committee members constru- 
ing the declaration for party responsi- 
bility as a slap at the republican in- 
surgents in congress.

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President Coolidge and the enthusiasm 
cut loose. 
Only Jibes for Wisconsin. 

The president himself in his study 
in Washington following the conven- 
tion proceedings by radio, must have 
heard the shouts and calls of ‘“Cool- 
idge,” the tramp of the merchers and 
the predictions of party victory. 

Through all the demonstration for 
the president and the platform the 
delegates from Wisconsin remained 
silently in their seats, taking no part, 
and ignoring the catcalls, hisses, jeers 
and shouts directed toward them from 
the marching throng and from the 
galleries. 

Six delegate in the North Dakota 
delegation also took no part in the 
demonstration for the president, but 
they scarcely were noticed in the 
attention which was directed to Wis- 
consin. 

Rebels Forced to Stand Up. 

The Coolidge marchers, however, 
were determined to get the Wiscon- 
sin delegation on its feet and it final- 
ly accomplished it by forming a cir- 
cle around them and singing the “Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

The La Follette delegates rose 
solemnly and stood at _ attention 
throughout the singing and then stol- 
idly resumed their chairs while the 
demonstration for Coolidge proceeded. 

It was a half hour before Chairman 
Mondell restored order and the dele- 
gates got back to their places to hear 
Chairman Warren present the plat- 
form. : 

_ While the convenNon was in its 
night session, the vice presidential 
booms which have been drifting about 
getting nowhere, still were drifting. 
Conferences continued throughout the 
session but nothing was accomplished. 

_ Start Balloting Today. 

Now, having gone through a sim- 
mering process of several days, it was 
Obvious that sentiment was going to 
be forced to crystallize on some can- 
didate by tomorrow, when the conven- 
tion gets to the point of balloting. 

It was like a night at the opera fcr 
Cleveland folk who have been useq to 
coming to entertainment in the public 
hall. Delegates and visitors in eve- 
ning dress were sprinkled through the 
sections on the floor and the seats in 
the galleries. Women delegates and 
visitors made the most of the oe- 
casion and many came in evening

When he had finished his announce- 
ment the chairman turned the conven- 
tion over to the official song leader 
ard the delegates and spectators rose 
and sang “A Long. Long Trail.” 

“At the end of the long, long trail 
is republigan victory in November,” 
said the chairman when the singing 
ceased and the convention cheered 
again. : 

Then the convention got down to 
business, Charles B. Warren, of 
Michigan, and ambassador to Mexico, 
and chairman of the platform com- 
mittee, took his place at the chair- 
man’s desk and began the reading of 
the platform amid renewed cheering 
end to the accompaniment of more 
erashes of thunder outside. 

One Voice of Dissent. 

Mr. Warren prefaced his presenta- 
tion of the platform by saying that it 
wag the unanimous report of the com- 
mittee “with the exception of the 
1uember from one state.” Attention 
was again turned to the Wisconsin 
delegation where was sitting Represen- 
tutive Cooper waiting to offer the La 
Follette planks. There were scattered 
cries of “throw him out.” The ha'l 
quieted down, however, and Chairman 
Warren went ahead reading the plat- 
form. When he first mentioned Pres- 
ident Coolidge’s name the convention 
began a rising demonstration, during 
which the Wisconsin delegation re- 
inained seated. While the remainder 
of the hall was in chéers and applause, 
Mr. Warren took advantage of the 
interruption to remark to those about 
tim that he had had no sleep in forty- 
«ght hours, hoving been engaged con- 
tinuously on the platform work. Bue 
he looked as fresh as a daisy and his 
yoice was good. 

The first parade around the hall be- 
gan during the demonstration for the 
president. The convention managers 
had the heavy iron standards bear- 
ing the names of the states fastened 
to the floors but the delegates snatch- 
ed the tops from the standards which 
bore the state names themselves and 
began forming a procession. 

North Carolina Leads Off. 

North Carolina was the first, fol- 
lowed by New Jersey and soon the 
aisles were crowded with pushing, 
struggling, whistling, cheering dele- 
gates and alternates all bent on 
whooping it up and each one seeking 
to outdo the other. Senator Lodge 
and Speaker Gillett joined the proces- 
sion. Meanwhile Chairman Warren 
was being swamped with congratula- 
tions and handshakes on his resolu- 
tions committee work. 

The organ and the band tried to 
break in but the din on the floor 
drowned them out. While all the 
other delegations were milling and 
prancing round the hall the Wiscon- 
sin delegates were remaining in their 
seats. Neighboring delegations tried 
to snatch away the Wisconsin stand- 
ard and take it into the parade but 
the delegation chairman took down 
the standard instead for safe-keeping. 

After they had tired themselves out 
pushing and twisting about the tor- 
tuous aisles the bearers of the state 
standards massed them in front of the 
speaker's stand. 

Surround Wisconsin Men. 

The din of the demonstration in- 
creased rather than diminished when 
the paraders came to a halt and the 
outburst had been in progress nearly 
15 minutes before the standard-bear- 
ers began to file back to their places. 
Chairman Mondell then rapped for 
order but got none, 

A dozen of the standards had been 
assembled by that time to form a cir- 
cle around the Wisconsin delegation. 
As a last expedient to get the La- 
Follette,. men on their feet, numbers 
of delegates surrounded them and sang 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” ~The 
Wisconsin delegates solemnly arose 
and stood at attention during the 
singing and then with the aid of 
Colonel Thayer, the sergeant-at-arms, 
and a dozen assistants the others sur- 
rounding them were persuaded to re- 
turn to their places. 

hen quiet had been restored, 
Chairman Warren resumed his read- 
ing. There was frequent handclap- 
ping as he read the economy section 
of the platform and the convention 
did not Jet a single reference to Presi- 
dent Coolidge go by without some ap- 
plause. 

All Eyes on Warren. 

All eyes were turned on Wiscon- 
sin once again when Mr. Warrea 
raised hig voice in reading the final 
prragraph of the platform calling on 
the country to elect not only a re- 
publican president and vice president 
but senators and representatives who 
will remain faithful to the party cause. 

The delegates stood and cheered and 
before the noise had subsided Repre- 
sentative Cooper, who ranks next to

This system was followed in an 
effort to get the consensus of opinion 
on the man most likely as a con- 
promise candidate.

The quiet, unassuming, silent and 
yet forceful leadership of Calvin 
Coolidge, as president, and as the 
dominating and apparently invinci- 
ble power in the republican party, 
is a source of more comment than 
any feature connected with national 
politics this year.

THE WORK MUST GO ON! 

The public will read with deep 
regret the story of the differences 
that have arisen in the official fam- 
ily of the Stone Mountain Memo- 
rial association. 

The great conception of carving 
upon the monolith which nature 
provided in the heart of the old 
Confederacy the group of leaders of 
that cause, as an everlasting memo- 
rial to the: most intrepid army in 
the annals of war, and the under- 
takings to that end, to which thou- 
sands of southerners have already 
contributed, are too sacred to be 
thwarted or obstructed by ephem- 
eral causes. 

The work must go on, and it will. 

That Mr. Venable, who, with rel- 
atives, donated the great mountain 
side for the creation of this memo- 
rial, should guard with jealous in- 
terest the operations, the mammoth 
details, the administration of the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
contributed, and to be contributed, 
for the sculptural and other work 
in building the memorial, as out- 
lined and promised, is only natural, 
for no one individual could have a 
keener sense of personal responsi- 
bility In the premises. 

Without knowledge of the merits 
or demerits of the positions, as 
Outlined in public statements by 
Hollins N. Randolph, president of 
the association, and Mr. Venable, 
it is enough to say that the public 
generally will deplore the situation, 
if true as alleged, that politics and 
personal aggrandizement have en- 
tered in any way into the adminis- 
tration of the association’s affairs, 
and that its machinery has been 
perverted to improper uses with 
reckless’ disregard of the proper ad- 
ministration of a sacred trust. 

It is unfortunate that differ- 
ences should have been made pos- 
sible in such a work as this, and 
peculiarly unfortunate at this hour 
when the work has only just be- 
gun, measured against the program 
of the completed undertaking. 

If there are unjustified obstrii¢- 
tions, as charged by Mr. Randolph 
in his severe arraignment of Mr. 
Venable, or if there have been gross 
and reckless extravagances and 
wastes of sacredly contributed 
money as charged by Mr. Venable, 
let the barriers be removed. 

The work must proceed; and 
the single dollar of the _ school 
child, whose name is to be written 
on the great scroll of honor, must 
be guarded and disbursed as sacred- 
ly as the one-thousand-dollar con- 
tribution of the Confederate son 
who thus pays for the tablet of 
bronze to the memory of a Confed- 
erate father to be placed in the 
great chamber to be fashioned in 
the monolith’s base. 

Nothing should be permitted to 
block the progress of this work. 
As mammoth as is the ideal, just so 
must be the determination to carry 
on. 

Politics, selfish interests, personal 
glory—these must give way, if any 
such exist, to the nobler purpose 
of building a monument that will 
challenge the admiration of the 
world, and perpetuate, as long as 
time shall Isst, the memory of an 
undying cause. 


HONORING THE FLAG. 

The Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs wishes to develop a live- 
ly interest in Flag day, June 14, and 
thereby help to develop a greater 
respect for the stars and stripes. 

Flag day is the outgrowth of a 
conference held a year ago in Wash- 
ington at which representatives of 
68 organizations met and drafted an 
authentic code of flag etiquette. 
Since that conference 45 other or- 
ganizations have adopted this code, 
which comprises a number of sug- 
gestions concerning the proper use 
of the flag and likewise a number of 
cautions intended to prevent many 
common, careless, undignified or 
improper uses of the flag. 

The flag of this nation symbolizes 
two outstanding fundamentals of our 
system of government. 
represent the states, each separate 
and distinct. 

The stripes represent the bonds 
that hold together in one union the 
separate states—thus the United 
States of America. 

The tendency of the times fs to 
Stray away from the true and im- 
pressive lesson of “the stars and 
stripes.” The tendtncy is toward 
extreme centralization, therby de- 
stroying th antonomy of states and | 
striking at the heart of democracy 
in minimizing the force of local self- 
government. 

For these reasons and others a 
closer study of the flag is essential 
and no American who is worthy of

The 
bill is memorable as the first open 
attempt on the part of congress to

\by the constitution to the president of 
the senate of counting electoral votes.

center is the field of province of 
the health doctor—not specialist—and 

There are 
about as many factors concerned in 
Lringing the seventy per center up 
to the 90 per cent class as there are 
in robbing the seventy per center of 
the health he has. Nearly everything 
I say here has to do with the factors 
which improve health. I try not to 
aimit anything to this department 
unless it really belongs in the ways 
cf health. I seldom discuss diseases 
and I never give symptoms of dis- 
enses. All I try to teach here is how 
to. keep well. ‘That is the roper 
province of the doctor of healfh. If 
your problem is how to get well you 
reed a doctor of disease—not a D. D. 
but an M. D., though if you can af- 
ford the two of ’em. why, have ’em, 
with my blessing. Tobe sure, once 
in a while some darn disease does get 
in here; or worse, some correspondent 
manages to get a symptom or two 
printed in this column; on occasions 
1 have to take a mean crack at’ pub- 
lic health administrations or at the 
school teachers or somebody—but in 
every instance my aim is to render 
personal health service and nothing 
else. Personal health touches many 
other subjects and is influenced by 
many other conditions or interests, so 
T simply must call names and be 
sarcastic occasionally—charity fdr 
none and mallets for all, somebody 
suggests for my motto. 

One of the factors which keep so 
many people just trailing along. in 
the 70. per cent class who might ac- 
quire sufficient health to enjoy it is 
un untrained heart. Any normal 
adult of 50 years should be able to 
run half a mile.

It pays to keep 
the heart ‘fit, and besides it feels fine 
to keep it so. 

@here are two sounds emitted by 
the untrained heart, and anybody who 
lhetens can hear ’em. The first sound 
‘is mit, sit, sit. The second sound 
is puff, puff, puff, puff. I you hear 
sounds like those around your house 
you may be pretty sure some body |! 
has an untrained ‘heart and it is a; 
very undesirable thing to nave. 

Automobile engines are said to have 
“flexibility.” An untrained heart has 
none. For instance, right now take 
cut your watch, draw in a moderate 
breath, and see whether yon'can hold 
it 40 seconds. You should. If you 
can’t, your heart lacks flexibility 
Train it. This is just a roundabout 
way of urcing you. to get sufficient 
exercise. Exercise is no cure all, but 
it is one factor which helps to carry 
the 70 per center up toward the 
{0 class. The heart is a muscle and 
like all the other muscles it likes a 
reasonable amount of exercise.

NUMEROUS PETITIONS 


Hearings on proposed changes in 
schedules of a number of trains by 
the Southern railway, and a petition 
of the Atlanta and Northern railway 
to eliminate a number of stops on 
its interburban line between Atlanta 
and Marietta, occupied the entire 
time of the Georgia public service 
commission on Wednesday.

29, known as the “Birmingham Spe- 
cial,” be made at Suwanee.

Officials of the Georgia Railway 


and Power company, oe of the

Radium forms 
no part of the treatment, the speaker 
said. but rather it consists of the use 
of chemicals which “appear to kill the 
eancer organism by making unsuitable 
the soil upon which the bacteria must 
thrive. or possibly by a direct action 
upon the germ itself.” 

Radium Pitiably Inadequate. 

Having spen ttwelve years in cancer 
research with radium, Dr. Field de- 
elared he had found it, along with 
X-ray treatment and surgery, “piti- 
ably inadequate.” 

Dr. Field suggested that the cancer 
serum recently discovered by Dr, 
Glover, of Toronto, Canada, be watch- 
ed, but stressed the importance of the 
Using the latter, 
he said, more than 40 per cent of 

cases treated in New York had 
been cured in two to four years,

‘FRESH GAINS SEEN 


Chicago, June 11.—Wheat soared 
to nearly 9c a bushel higher than the 
price of Monday before the United 
States government crop report was 
issued. The fresh advance today ap- 
peared to be largely a result of huge 
buying that developed after one of the 
leading authorities in the grain trade 
here had expressed decided bullish 
views regarding world supplies of 
bread material. Wheat closed tn- 


settled, 2c to 25-8e net higher, July 
1.1035-8 to 1.101-2 and September 
1.123-8 te 1.121-2, with corn show- 
ing 1-4c to 11-4ce decline, oats un- 
changed to 1-2 c up and provisions 10c 
to 22c down. On today’s advance, 
September and December deliveries of 
wheat overtopped the season’s pre- 
vious high price record, but the ex- 
treme gains failed to hold, heavy 
profit taking sales leading to a reac- 
tion of about 1 to 11-2 cents at the 
finish, Although the market showed 
an upward tendency during the first 
part of the day, the big upward swing 
came only after it became generally 
known that the president of the chief 
interest in Chicago had gone on record 
as predicting that under present con- 
ditions farmers would be able to put 
wheat and rye values very high and 
that a northern hemisphere crop 
shortage existed the world war. 

Further impetus to the upward 
movement of the wheat market was 
afforded by unofficial estimates indi- 
cating a reduction of 5.9 per cent in 
the acreage of the Canadian north- 
west, with a condition of 85.6 against 
95.7 last year, suggesting a yield of 
275,000,000 to 325,000,0000 byshels 
compared with 450,000,000 bushels 
harvested last year. Notice was also 
taken of better milling demand. 

Warmer weather eased the corn 
market, and held down oats. Tempo- 
rarily, however, December corn and 
July and December oats sold at new 
high records,

Anecdotes. 

An anecdote is nothing more than 
a joke or incident told in conversa- 
tional, story manner. 

lt has: the advantage over a joke 
in that, through descriptive action, 
you accumulate interest in what you 
are saying so that the final point or 
remark comes like a grand climax 
and causes keen appreciation.
